time officer for the station since 2009, and since then, he 
has made a lasting impression on those who know him 
in town. He graduated from New Bedford High School 
and went on to pursue a Sociology and Criminal Justice 
Degree from UMass Dartmouth. He is currently pursuing 
his Master's Degree at Boston University 

"He's always demonstrated a high level of 
professionalism," said Selectman Naida Parker. "He 
would be an asset to the department." 

For the past five months, Brightman has been 
attending the Police Academy full-time. However, 
instead of the department paying his tuition, he is self- 
sponsored, which means he is paying for his own way 
through the classes. He is due to graduate on February 
15. 

"It's a big endeavor to do that," said Police Chief 
Paul Magee. 

The Board voted unanimously to bring Brightman 
onto the force full-time. He will begin on February 17 
pending successful completion from the Academy. 

In other news, the Financial Committee met with 
the Board briefly for a basic overview of the rough draft 
for the town's budget for fiscal year 2014. 

"I can assure you that overall, we are in very 
good financial shape," said Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera. 

The town will see in increase in state aid, albeit 
a relatively little amount, in the next year. In FY 2013, 
Rochester received $2.2 million from the state. In 2014, 
they will receive an additional $18,000. 

Funding for the schools is also looking somewhat 
inconsistent. Old Colony will receive $55,000 less than 
they did last year while Old Rochester Regional High 
School will see a whopping increase of $494,000, which is 
almost a 20 percent increase from the year before. 

"We haven't seen this kind of increase in state aid 
in six years," said LaCamera. 

LaCamera considered the change in formula in 
determining state aid to be a factor in why the numbers 
are so different. As it stands now, a school's state aid 
is determined by computing 50 percent of the town's 
wealth and 50 percent of the town's property evaluations.

updated the Board on several ongoing projects about 
town. 

First, the Financial Committee has begun their 
work reviewing the preliminary budget for fiscal year 
2014. A copy has been submitted to the Board and will 
be reviewed over the coming months to make sure 
everything is precise. 

"It's a complicated process that is by no means 
complete, but the process has begun and they are well on 
their way,'' Dawson said. 

Dawson also informed the Board that the Marion 
Music Fiall lighting project is still ongoing. The building 
is awaiting the last set of fixtures to arrive so they can be 
installed.

store's HVAC setup, as well as concerns over traffic 
backup and motorist safety in and around the gas pumps. 

Manny Paiva, an engineer who spoke on behalf 
of the company, described problems linked to water 
condensation that builds up inside the stores, causing 
puddles inside. It's a problem that is not specific to 
Marion, but has been discovered in several stores across 
the region. 

There was not proper clearance between 
the condensers and the HVAC systems, causing the 
condensation inside the coolers. 

'The proposal is to take those units, create a small 
concrete pad, and [move] those condensers," he said.

'It was an unforeseen situation when we were 
originally permitting the site/' said Doug Troyer, an 
attorney representing the company at the meeting. 

"For this location, while it's unique to Marion, it 
also contains some of the new styles of interior offerings. 
It was not foreseen that the HVAC would cause this 
problem, but now it has," he said. 

The project, which would require moving the 
condensers from the roof to the ground level next to the 
building, would take about four weeks to complete, not 
including the planting of the vegetation. 

The Planning Board voted to deny the proposal 
so that some members could take more time to research 
the situation. 

In addition to the HVAC problems. Planning 
Board member Tom Magauran voiced concern that there 
is an inadequate amount of gas pumps for town residents. 
He was speaking in response to correspondence between 
the Board and the company regarding traffic problems in 
and around the store. 

'T think what's painfully obvious is that this store 
has been very successful, much more so than the previous 
store ever was. But at the same time, we lost the store 
across the street. We also lost the gas dispensing facilities 
across the street ... I honestly think that the amount of 
volume that's going through that space, which should 
have been addressed by this Board, clearly illustrates

the need in the town of Marion for additional capacity in 
terms of gas dispensation/' Magauran said. 

As a result, vehicle crowding in and around the 
parking of Cumberland Farms has become an issue. 

"The traffic flow is awful. In the summer, it's 
brutal,'' Magauran said, citing the inability of many 
motorists to navigate around the lanes to the gas pumps. 

'Tn all honesty, I don't feel that system is of 
adequate capacity of flow for the town of Marion," he 
said. 

Planning Board Chairman Jay Ryder said that, 
during the planning phase of the station, parking issues 
were addressed by the Board and suggested that creating 
more parking spaces could alleviate the traffic congestion. 

"We did talk a little bit about a one-way 
circulation coming in from Route 6 from Mattapoisett, 
going into the pumps one way. Then we realized people 
had tanks on different sides of their cars, so that became 
an issue as far as traffic flow," Ryder said. 

Magauran said that another gas station was 
required in order to meet the gas needs of the town. He 
suggested the old service station across the street could be 
renovated in order to be an active pumping location for 
local motorists. 

Ryder then asked Troyer to suggest to the 
corporate office a renovation plan for use of that station 
and for an easing of the restrictions Cumberland Farms 
has over that property 

"I think we shot ourselves in the foot trying to be 
too nice," said Magauran. "I'm glad you have a successful 
store. Everyone who goes there likes it, with the exception 
of the traffic flow issues." 

Troyer said he was amenable to the Planning 
Board's suggestions and would speak with his corporate 
clients.

Marion MMA Fighter 
Ready to Step into AFO 
Cage 

Mixed Martial Arts 
(MMA) is one of the fastest- 
growing sports in the United 
States. It combines different 
fighting techniques including 
Brazilian Jiu-jitsu, Wrestling, 
Judo, Karate, Kickboxing, 
Muay Thai and Taekwondo. 

What started out five years ago as 
unfamiliar territory during the first 
season of "The Ultimate Fighter'' 
program on television has turned 
into a can't miss sporting event, 
gaining viewership rapidly 

But watching and competing 
in the sport are completely different 
animals. It's one thing to watch an 
MMA fight from the comfort of your 
couch, but to actually step into the 
cage and go head to head in a fight 
can be quite daunting. 

That's not the case for 
35-year-old Marion resident and 
Old Rochester Regional High School 
graduate Jim Manning. In just 
over a week, he will be making his 
American Fighting Organization 
(AFO) debut at the Holiday Inn in

Xcel this summer, we only had three or four students 
with us," said Manning. "Today, we often have 20 
students at our fundamentals classes. We just added 
kickboxing on Tuesday and Thursday and our youth 
classes are packed. It's pretty amazing." 

For the past eight weeks. Manning has spent 
six days in "camp," which is what MMA fighters call 
training. Between teaching classes and taking classes, 
there are days during the week where Manning spends 
almost six hours at the gym. That's six hours spent in 
the gym on top of working full-time as a carpenter and 
spending time with his kids. But 
Manning doesn't mind the busy 
schedule. 

"I love waking up every day 
knowing I've got the chance to out- 
train my opponent," he said. "I truly 
believe that if I do that day after 
day, it will pay off when we meet in 
the cage. There's no way I'm being 
outworked." 

One week after his fight in 
Boxboro, Manning will fight again 
in front of a more local crowd in 
Plymouth. Cage Fighting Extreme 
(CFX) 22 will take place at the Jungle 
Plex and doors will open at 6:30 pm. 

"The hardest part of the sport is 
waiting until it's your turn to fight. 
I'm not looking forward to that," said 
Manning. 

In two weeks. Manning will 
have his first two fights as part of the 
AFO under his belt. What would be 
a lofty accomplishment for many is 
only just the beginning for him. 

"Hopefully I'll get through 
these next two fights with two wins 
and injury free," he said. "Then I'd 
like one more amateur fight this 
summer and turn pro by the end of 
the year."

Warm Bodies, Starring Nicholas Hoult and Teresa Palmer. 
Directed by Jonathan Levine. Running time: 97 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

A young man in a hoodie shambles aimlessly through 
an airport. He can't remember his name, but he thinks it begins 
with an R. The R may as well stand for Romeo, because he 
soon finds his Juliet, though he has to eat her boyfriend's brains 
first. Warm Bodies is a "zomromcom," a term inaugurated by 
2004 's witty modern classic Shaun of the Dead, and while this 
film isn't as funny, it's more romantic and has some intriguing 
twists on the zombie theme. R (Nicholas Hoult) is a relatively 
thoughtful and sensitive zombie — he provides self-deprecating 
narration, and he collects things that remind him of when he 
was alive. He stumbles across Julie (Teresa Palmer) when she's 
on a run for medicine in the city. He seems taken with her even 
before he consumes her boyfriend Perry's gray matter and expe- 
riences Perry's memories of — and feelings for — Julie. 

In 1985 's Return of the Living Dead, we were told 
that zombies eat brains because it alleviates "the pain of being 
dead." Warm Bodies pushes that notion further towards an emo- 
tional anodyne: eating brains takes a zombie out of his listless 
existence for a while, like a drug. R and a few other zombies of 
his acquaintance (including Rob Corddry) may be zombies, and 
they may kill and eat humans because they have to, but they're 
not as far gone yet as another kind of zombie. "Bonies," these 
others are called — skeletal ghouls who "gave up" and have be- 
come true anti-life monsters. Compared to them, R looks pretty 
decent, and Julie (who doesn't know R ate her sweetie's skull 
meat) allows R to look after her after he rescues her. Eventually 
she develops feelings for him, which is unfortunate, because her 
father (John Malkovich) is the gung-ho leader of a militaristic 
band of zombie-killing survivalists. 

Warm Bodies isn't a romantic twist on the zombie 
movie so much as a zombie twist on the romance movie. 
There's a nicely fragile rapport between Hoult (who's delivered 
on the promise he showed in About a Boy a decade ago) and 
Palmer (who resembles Kristen Stewart but has more verve and 
humor). R and Julie look good and feel good together. We're 
asked to believe that their love not only slowly heals R but 
inspires his fellow zombies to do likewise. Mostly we do. We 
can take or leave the implied message that we must embrace life 
to avoid being dead — literally, in this case — but R and Julie 



are a strange enough couple to make the bromide go down easy. 
The movie also appealingly suggests that if you were a bit of 
an outcast in life, you'll manage to resist becoming one of the 
Bonies — you'll try to find ways to make death interesting, like 
piling up snow globes or listening to Guns 'n Roses. 

This is director Jonathan Levine 's second horror- 
themed film, after his debut, the slasher flick All the Boys 
Love Mandy Lane; some might also count 50/50, with cancer 
as the remorseless serial killer. Levine 's work here is amiably 
rumpled, relaxing into the scenes of R playing his old '80s vinyl 
records for Julie or haltingly trying to converse with her. The 
movie doesn't stand out much in memory — nothing in it really 
pops — but it's enjoyable while it lasts. It provides a surpris- 
ingly nuanced showcase for Rob Corddry, who is often pretty 
funny but too often lapses into a cartoon of himself. Here he 
gives us an amusingly polite zombie, and his first non-conversa- 
tion with R strikes the tone the movie needs. They could be just 
two regular guys mumbling at each other at an airport. 

Warm Bodies is not anything like the Twilight of 
zombie movies — for one thing, it doesn't take itself stupidly 
seriously enough for that — though some horror fans offended 
by the softening (and sparkle-fication) of vampires in that 
series may likewise bristle at this film's apparent thesis that 
even if you're a zombie, all you need is love. Zombies, such 
people may say, eat people; that's all. (The villain of the piece, 
the gun-happy Malkovich character, agrees with them.) Some 
of us horror fans, though, get tired of the binary us- vs. -them 
formula and welcome some shading, especially in a subgenre as 
exhausted lately as the zombie film. When World War Z opens 
this summer, it's possible I'll be looking at some of the zombies 
slaughtered by the heroes and thinking "Wait, one of them could 
be R."
